VILLAGE TAKEOVER 

Ewell ‘is not going to know what hit it’ with housing complex 


A huge complex housing students, 
elderly people and families is 
planned for a 14-acre college site 
used to care for farm animals in the 
heart of Ewell. 

North East Surrey College of 
Technology (Nescot) wants to build 
six blocks with 500 bedrooms for 
students over 18 and 100 bedrooms 
for students as young as 16. 

Opposite would be a retirement 
care village with about 120 units for 
independent pensioners through to 
elderly people who require assis¬ 
tance and care and 79 three and 
four-bedroom terrace and semi-de¬ 
tached homes including six avail¬ 
able under the affordable housing 
scheme. 

Epsom Council core policy is for 
developments of 15 or more 
dwellings to demand 40 per cent as 
affordable homes.

“These changes are not small, they 
are ambitious and it is natural 
there will be concerns.

The student accommodation, 
which would have clusters of five to 
six bedrooms with a kitchen and 
lounge, is expected to cost £21m and 
would be managed by an operating 
partner. 

Stuart Seymour, who had plans 
delivered to his home in Reigate 
Road, asked: “Are we ready for St 
Trinian’s? 

“There’s nothing for them in 
Ewell. Ewell village is not going to 
know what hit it. They are going to 
pour into Epsom.” 

As well as parking concerns he 
has safety fears if students, carers, 
families, ambulances, contractors 
and other drivers all use the single 
entry and exit on to Reigate Road. 

The Nescot spokeswoman said

She said students were currently 
taking up family accommodation 
by sharing flats and houses in the 
area, adding: “This should relieve 
some of that and they will be on a 
more manageable site. 

“There will be more control over 
them because it will be managed 
rather than having them in accom¬ 
modation spread across Epsom and 
Ewell.”

Almost all patients who stay 
overnight at Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals, or visit to 
the accident and emergency 
(A&E) departments, would 
recommend the services to 
friends and family, acording 
to a recent survey. 

Of 1,809 patients who par¬ 
ticipated in the survey in 
June, 1,696 people were ex¬ 
tremely likely or likely to 
recommend services at 
Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Trust. 

The results came from the 
first three months of the na¬ 
tional friends and family 
test for patients who stayed 
overnight in hospital and at¬ 
tend A&E. 

Patients were asked: “How 
likely are you to recom¬ 
mend our wards or A&E de¬ 
partment to friends and 
family if they need similar 
care or treatment?”

Residents call for one-way 
system to curb rat running

Frustrated residents who are 
fed-up with traffic taking a 
shortcut through their historic 
village have launched a consul¬ 
tation in a bid to introduce one¬ 
way system. 

The Ewell Village Residents’ 
Association (RA) aims to tack¬ 
le the “air pollution, heavy 
traffic and unpleasant envi¬ 
ronment” created by through 
traffic in Ewell Village, which 
it said has congested the vil¬ 
lage’s high street for many 
years. 

Brian Angus, the RA’s chair¬ 
man, said due to high air pollu¬ 
tion levels, Ewell Village was 
identified as an air quality ac¬ 
tion area in 2009. 

He said a report on the prob¬ 
lem was approved by Epsom 
Council in 2010 and forwarded 
to Surrey County Council, the 
highways authority, but noth¬ 
ing had been done since. 

The RA is asking people their 
views on two main proposals. 


Tailbacks: Residents 
want to cut traffic in 
Ewell Village 



Firstly, to make the length of 
the High Street, between the 
junction of West Street/ 
Church Street and Spring 
Street, one-way in a northerly 
direction. 

Through traffic flowing 
along Chessington Road would 
have to turn left into London 
Road when it reached the 
Spring pub and carry on to the 
Ewell bypass. 

If it failed to turn left, it 
would have to turn right into 
Spring Street and do a circuit 
of Bourne Hall. 


Secondly, to make the length 
of Church Street, from the 
High Street to Glyn Close, one¬ 
way in a northerly direction. 

Buses and cyclists would be 
unaffected by any changes. 

While the proposals would 
stop traffic travelling south via 
Ewell Village, short journeys 
for residents living in West 
Street, for example, may be 
made longer. 

Mr Angus said: “It is difficult 
to make any improvements to 
the traffic system in the village 
without having an adverse ef¬ 


fect on somebody. We have ex¬ 
amined all possible solutions 
and feel this one promises the 
greatest reward at the least dis¬ 
advantage.” 

Jenny Jackson, owner of 
New2U, a dress agency on the 
corner of Ewell High Street, 
said she understood concerns 
about pollution, but proposals 
would sound the death knell 
for her business. 

She said: “The village is 
dead, the only thing I have 
going for me is the traffic past 
my window.” 

Subhash Patel, owner of 
Ewell Spring Pharmacy, said: 
“They are the most horrible 
plans. They want people to by¬ 
pass the village so how are we 
going to trade? Instead of mak¬ 
ing life easier, they are trying 
to destroy us altogether.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said the RA’s proposals had al¬ 
ready triggered debate among 
residents.

Council admits suffragette art vote-count error 


Epsom Council has admit¬ 
ted the number of votes it 
said were cast in a public 
vote on options for a sculp¬ 
ture to commemorate the 
suffragettes was incorrect. 

Two weeks ago, a council 
spokesman announced 376 
votes had been cast in the 
secret ballot, held at the 
Ebbisham Centre. 

The public had the chance 
to vote for their favourite of 


six proposals for a piece 
of art, to be erected on 
a roundabout in Epsom 
Downs to commemorate 
suffragette Emily Davison, 
who died after running out 
in front of the King’s horse 
at the 1913 Epsom Derby, 
and other women who have 
helped achieve equality and 
votes for women. 

Alongside the 376 figure, 
the spokesman also gave a 


breakdown of the votes 
each artist received: Emma 
Dallyn 119, Lucy Quinell 
116, Nick Bates 96, Tony 
Smith 52, Seamus Cuddihy 
46, and Mary Branson - 
who was chosen as the win¬ 
ning artist by a judging 
panel - 30. 

But eagle-eyed Epsom 
Guardian readers totted up 
the votes and worked out 
the total came to 459. 


When asked about the dif¬ 
ference, the spokesman said 
today the 376 was “incor¬ 
rect” and he does not know 
why that figure was given 
out. 

He said that no one was at 
the Ebbisham Centre to 
oversee the voting process 
which lasted two weeks, 
which means some people 
could have voted more 
than once.

Tesco plans new Express 

Tesco is planning to turn a de¬ 
funct pub into a Tesco Express 
to the annoyance of some resi¬ 
dents who question whether it 
is needed in Ewell. 

Last week Tesco submitted a 
planning application to change 
the signs and facade of the 
Kingfisher Pub in Ruxley 
Lane at the junction with Gat- 
ley Avenue. 

The plans have emerged as 
budget chain Aldi pushed 
ahead with its revamped plans 
to open a store in Kingston 
Road near the junction with 
Ruxley Lane. 

Jacqueline Healy, of Gatley 
Avenue, who received a leaflet 
from Tesco, said the area al¬ 
ready had a McColls, Londis, a 
Co-op and newsagents plus 
plans for an Aldi and a mooted 
Sainsbury’s development. 

She said: “How many shops 
do we need? 

“These Tesco convenience 
stores are not cheap. Tesco will 


move in and put someone else 
out of business then there will 
be another empty shop at the 
top of the road.” 

In a letter to the paper she 
said: “All I can see Tesco offer¬ 
ing me is traffic congestion, 
more inconsiderate parking 
and an increase in discarded 
wrapping.” 

“I do not know how much 
shopping it believes this neigh¬ 
bourhood is capable of, but I 
cannot believe Tesco is needed. 

“Tesco has obviously done 
its research and believes the 
market is there for it, but this 
is one resident who will not be 
using its services.” 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said Tesco submitted a 
planning application for sig¬ 
nage and facade changes earn¬ 
er this week. 

They said: “We wrote to resi¬ 
dents a couple of weeks ago to 
say we want to open a Tesco 
Express store.”

Wildfire warning 


Surrey’s police officers 
have been ordered to cover 
up their tattoos and wear 
a shirt and tie when not on 
the beat in a bid to raise 
standards. 

A police spokesman said 
changes have been made 
to Surrey Police’s dress 
standards policy to 
“reflect the high stan¬ 
dards of professionalism 
and service the force ex¬ 
pects from its officers and 
staff”. 

Under the new policy, all 
visible tattoos belonging 
to staff members, officers, 
volunteers and special 
constables must be 
covered up. 

The policy also states 
that white shirts, ties and 
office trousers must be 
worn by all uniformed 
staff when they are not 
wearing body armour - for 
example, when they are in 
an office-based role, or 
attending court hearings 
or meetings. 

The policy gives more 
formal guidelines for non- 
uniformed staff and at¬ 
tempts to “give greater 
clarity and consistency 
around the dress stan¬ 
dards expected”. 

Chief constable Lynne 
Owens said: “I firmly 
believe that our ability to 
deliver a first-rate stan¬ 
dard of service to the 
public and be seen as a 
reassuring, authoritative 
presence is inextricably 
linked to our standard of 
dress and this is why I 
have updated our dress 
standards policy. 

“It is important that all 
staff are clear as to what 
is expected of them and 
the policy ensures clarity 
and consistency for all.” 


Firefighters have fought two 
wildfires, being treated as sus¬ 
pected arson, as temperatures 
soared into the 30s, leaving 
vegetation tinderbox dry. 

On Friday afternoon, four 
fire engines and two water car¬ 
riers were deployed to contain 
a large fire that raced across 
several hundred metres of tin- 
der-dry grassland in Priest 
Hill, near Nescot College, off 
Reigate Road, Ewell. 

Then, on Sunday afternoon, a 
second fire, very near the first, 
destroyed a 20m by 20m area of 
grass land, and tied up firemen 
from 2.30pm until almost 5pm. 

An Epsom fire officer said: 
“We believe someone is going 
over there and maliciously 
starting fires on the grass. 

“The police are now involved 
and there are regular patrols of 
the area.”

called out to fight 40 in just 48 
hours. 

Fire investigation officer 
Keith Leman said: “The cur¬ 
rent lack of rain and tinderbox 
dry conditions provide the 
perfect recipe for wildfires, 
whether accidental or 
deliberate. 

“Once they start they can 
spread quickly, causing devas¬ 
tation to the countryside, 
wildlife and property, and pos¬ 
ing a risk to life, both to the 
public and the firefighters 
tackling them. 

“We have invested in off-road 
firefighting equipment and de¬ 
veloped new wildfire fighting 
tactics to keep the county safe, 


but residents have a clear role 
to play in preventing wildfires.” 

With London and the south 
east under a level three heat¬ 
wave, a senior doctor warned 
people to take steps to avoid 
heat-stroke. 

Health services have seen a 
huge rise in demand during 
the heatwave. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
trust is experiencing the busi¬ 
est July in six years, with acci¬ 
dent and emergency intakes up 
by almost 500 on 2012’s figures. 

Ambulance call-outs in the 
area have also risen, with fig¬ 
ures showing there were 5,718 
call-outs over July 13 and 14 
this year, compared with 4,184 
last year. 

Dr Martin Stockwell, of 
Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
trust, said: “During weather 
like this it is vital people look 
after themselves in this heat.”

The council’s executive will 
make the final decision on 
Tuesday, July 30, and it will be 
announced in mid-August. 

Linda Weller, who organised 


a petition signed by more than 
2,750 people in a bid to save 
the allotments, told the coun¬ 
cil that the proposed reloca¬ 
tion site is isolated, 
inaccessible and right by the 
motorway with clay soil and 
noise and air pollution. 

Mrs Weller said: “Should 
you agree to it you will de¬ 
stroy Barnett Wood Lane Al¬ 
lotments together with one of 
North Leatherhead’s natural 
assets, the greenbelt.”

Reporter in court 

A tabloid journalist from Ashtead, a 
prison officer who allegedly sold infor¬ 
mation and his ex-partner have all ap¬ 
peared in court. 

Lucy Panton, 38, from Ashtead, Scott 
Chapman, an officer at Woodhill prison, 
Milton Keynes, and his ex-partner Lynn 
Gaffney, are charged with conspiring to¬ 
gether to commit misconduct in public 
office in August and September 2010. 

Ms Panton, former News of the World 
crime editor, and four other journalists 
accused of paying public officials ap¬ 
peared at Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court on July 18. 

It is alleged that Mr Chapman sold in¬ 
formation largely related to a high pro¬ 
file prisoner to tabloids, including News 
of the World, The Sun, The Mirror and 
Daily Star, between March 2010 and June 
2011. 

She is scheduled to appear at the Old 
Bailey on Aug 6. 


Suspects bailed 

Two men have been bailed again 
after arrests in connection with an 
armed robbery during which a cash 
delivery worker is thought to have 
been pistol-whipped outside a Co-op. 

A Battersea man in his 20s who 
was arrested on suspicion of armed 
robbery, burglary and money laun¬ 
dering has been bailed until 
September 9. 

A second Battersea man in his 40s 
who was arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to commit robbery and 
money laundering has also been 
bailed until then. 

Four others remain on bail after 
the delivery worker’s cash box, con¬ 
taining about £45,000, was stolen 
outside the Co-op in Tattenham Cor¬ 
ner on January 30.

Fined for skip 
fire explosion 

A company trading in used 
car parts has been fined 
more than £20,000 after a 
quarter of a teenager’s body 
was burned when a skip fire 
exploded. 

The 15-year-old was work¬ 
ing for Grublogger, based in 
Brighton Road, Lower 
Kingswood, Tadworth, a 
company specialising in the 
trade of used Jaguar spare 
parts, when the incident 
happened in March last year. 

The teenager was working 
at the company’s site in Sal- 
fords when he was engulfed 
by a fireball as he used 
petrol to accelerate the burn¬ 
ing of scrap car parts in a 
skip. 

He had removed his T-shirt 
before the fireball erupted 
because it was a hot day and 
suffered serious burns to his 
face, neck, chest and arms. 

A second teenage worker 
sustained minor flash burns 
in the incident. 

The company was prose¬ 
cuted by the Health and Safe¬ 
ty Executive on July 22. 

The company was fined 
£23,000 and has pay £5,113 in 
costs after pleading guilty to 
health and safety breaches.

Children are having to carry 
buckets of water to save wilt¬ 
ing plants and trees planted 
as part of the Epsom station 
redevelopment. 

Residents in roads near the 
station and Epsom and Tree 
Advisory Board (ETAB) have 
savaged the developers, 
Solum Regeneration, for fail¬ 
ing to properly care for the 
newly planted trees - particu¬ 
larly during the heatwave. 

Trees along Station Ap¬ 
proach and in a car park adja¬ 
cent to Horsley Close are in a 
distressed state despite the 
best efforts of caring neigh¬ 
bours who have been water¬ 
ing them for the past three 
weeks. 

The problem emerged just a 
fortnight after Solum Regen¬ 
eration held a ceremony at 
the station to mark the end of 
its £20m redevelopment, when 
Simon Rutter, a director, said 
his company was “very 
proud” of what had been 
achieved. 

Ron and Christine Hewitt, 
who have lived in Horsley 
Close for 15 years, said chil¬ 
dren have been filling up 


buckets from a nearby house 
and watering the trees three 
or four times a week in the 
evening. 

They said: “They looked 
quite nice at the start, but 
they’re being neglected. It’s 
such a shame.” 

Neighbour Kate Lepore 
added: “The trees are all 
dying - they look like they’re 
just dead.” 


Mike Ford, of ETAB, said 
three of the oak trees along 
Station Approach, which cost 
around £300 each, are not 
being maintained or watered 
regularly enough. 

Simon Alford, of ETAB, 
added: “Solum is legally 
bound to replace any planting 
that dies for a period of five 
years and if its current form 
continues this will probably 


mean multiple replacements 
costing it many thousands of 
pounds.” 

Janet Burgess, of the Hors¬ 
ley Close Action Group, said 
she saw a man putting top soil 
over the trees last week, but 
residents agreed that until we 
try to sort this out we would 
water the trees. 

But a spokesman for Solum 
Regeneration said: “The 


landscaping areas are being 
maintained through regular 
weeding and raking. 

“Plants are being watered 
twice a week. 

“We have now asked our 
maintenance team to increase 
this frequency during this un¬ 
usual hot spell, which has 
seen temperatures rise to 
30 degrees and more in 
Epsom.”

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Making voices heard

A patient champion has said his 
organisation is working to make 
sure voices are heard when deci¬ 
sions are made over threatened ac¬ 
cident and emergency and 
maternity units. 

Healthwatch Surrey took over 
from Surrey Local Involvement 
Network (Surrey LINk) as the new 
consumer champion to improve 
health and social care at the start 
of April. 

Richard Davy, executive director 
at Healthwatch, said they recently 
met with a representative from the 
Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review, which has recom¬ 
mended the closure of A&E and 
maternity units at Epsom 
Hospital. 

Mr Davy said: “We made it very 
clear to them that they need to be 
clear in their communications and 
information they are putting 
across. The views about the future 
of Epsom Hospital need to be 
looked at in the context of 
Surrey.” 

Mr Davy said BSBV needs to re¬ 
lease detailed, clear information 
on how losing A&E and maternity 
units will impact people’s lives on 
the ground. 

He said: “For example what does 
‘urgent care centre’ mean? We 
need to specify these things in 
black and white. I think it’s still 
very jargonistic and needs to be 
broken down to a personal level. 
What does it mean to me?” 



He said the impact of possible 
closures on individuals, such as 
how people will get home from 
hospital, needs to be examined in 
more detail. 

Mr Davy is executive officer at 
disability charity Surrey Indepen¬ 
dent Living Council (SILC), which 
is one of three organisations run¬ 
ning Healthwatch Surrey. 

SILC is engaging with the com¬ 
munity, recruiting volunteers and 
liaising with clinical commission¬ 
ing groups and health and social 
care providers. 

Help and Care, a charity working 
with elderly people and carers, is 
collating information about pa¬ 
tients and carers and feedback 
from other sources to identify 
trends. 

Meanwhile, 12 Citizens Advice 
Bureaux across Surrey have a 
Healthwatch Champion to sign¬ 
post people towards health and so¬ 
cial care services. 

Norma Corkish, former chair¬ 
woman of Citizens Advice Service 
Surrey, and Marianne Storey, di¬ 
rector of development of Help and 


Care, are executive directors of 
Healthwatch Surrey. 

The organisation is currently ap¬ 
pointing a chairman and four non¬ 
executive directors to join the 
board. 

Richard Davy said Healthwatch 
has an annual budget of £504,000 
and it is their job to listen to people 
and put their views across to deci¬ 
sion makers. 

Mr Davy said: “It’s about being 
the bridge between people who use 
the services and the people re¬ 
sponsible for organising and pro¬ 
viding those services.

Doodle bug doodles saved 
as bomb shelter is dropped

Schoolchildren’s drawings of 
the deadly flying bombs that 
rained down on Epsom during 
the Second World War, painted 
inside an air raid shelter as 
they took cover, are to be pre¬ 
served when the structure is 
destroyed next month. 

The shelter, built in 1938, in 
the grounds of West Ewell In¬ 
fant School, in Ruxley Lane, 
Epsom, will be demolished as 
part of an expansion pro¬ 
gramme at the school that will 
see it move to four-form entry 
in September. 

Planning permission to get 
rid of the structure was grant¬ 
ed by Epsom Council last year, 
but David Brooks, museum as¬ 
sistant at Bourne Hall, in 
Spring Street, Ewell, said the 
bricks on which the school’s 
students drew will be carefully 
removed and displayed at the 
museum before being returned 
to the school. 

He said: “The drawings are of 
VI rockets, also known as Doo¬ 
dle Bugs. 

“More than 30 Vis fell in the 
borough during the war and a 
lot of them fell in Ewell. 

“But no one knew what it 


was. Everyone thought it was a 
crashed aircraft as they were 
like them in many ways. 

“The Vis were launched 
from the coast of France and 
when they ran out of fuel they 
fell out of the sky. 

“A lot of them fell in Surrey 


because British intelligence 
said they were over-shooting 
London, so they put less fuel in 
them and they started falling 
in Surrey. 

“When they fell they would 
take out a row of houses. They 
killed more people in Epsom 


and Ewell than all other 
enemy action in the borough.”

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Jonathan Aitken, the for¬ 
mer cabinet minister jailed 
for perjury, is set to speak 
about his remarkable jour¬ 
ney from high office to a 
cell in Belmarsh Prison. 

On his release from 
prison Aitken began a new 
life as a broadcaster, au¬ 
thor and biographer of 
world leaders and cam¬ 
paigner for human rights. 

Taking as his theme 
From Power to Prison to 
Peace, Aitken will address 
a special public meeting at 
St Paul’s Church in Howell 
Hill, East Ewell. 

Free tickets have now 
been released for the event, 
which includes an inter¬ 
view, the chance to ask 
questions and a reception 
with coffee and cake.

Part of the national Festival 
of Archaeology, the exhibi¬ 
tion focuses on local archael- 
ogical excavations led by the 
Surrey Archaeological Soci¬ 
ety and the professional Sur¬ 
rey County Archaeological 
Unit. 

And why not explore the 
rest of the museum’s gems 
while you’re there? 


Artefacts from a Roman 
villa discovered in Ashtead, 
items from a recent excava¬ 
tion of a local Saxon burial 
ground, and information 
about 18 skeletons unearthed 
nearby are all on display, as 
well as a collection of Roman 
tiles, brooches, pottery and 
coins. 

David Hartley, chairman of 
the Leatherhead and District 
Local History Society, says: 
“It’s not just a local history 
museum but it has an archae¬ 
ological interest in the area. 

“You hopefully get a wider 
picture of where we have 


come from. The thing is not 
to make it dry and dusty.” 

The rest of the museum is 
an eclectic mix of gas masks, 
garden flint, locally made 
lighters and the steering 
wheel of speed record break¬ 
er Donald Campbell. 

The Festival of Archaeolo¬ 
gy, organised by the Council 
for British Archaeology, en¬ 
courages people to get their 
hands on history by taking 
part in digs and activities. 

Dr Mike Hey worth, director 
of the Council for British Ar¬ 
chaeology, says: “Archaeolo¬ 
gy is key to understanding 


who we are as humans, 
where we have come from 
and where we might be 
going. 

“Traces of that history are 
all around us, dating back al¬ 
most 800,000 years to the first 
signs of early humans in the 
UK.”

Time to get fit Paddle power 
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f&ack with a bang

A fter a record-breaking Hamp¬ 
ton Court Flower Show this 
month and the uncharacteris¬ 
tically sunny summer, gardening is 
a hot topic, writes James Pepper. 

The UK’s favourite pastime has 
gone through a renaissance in re¬ 
cent years, with the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society reporting a 30 per cent 
increase in volunteers since 2011. 

As belts continue to tighten, more 
people than ever before are “grow¬ 
ing their own” to save money. Now 
micro-gardens are taking off. 

If you do not have the odd half¬ 
acre of land to play with, a micro¬ 
garden could be for you. 

They can be cultivated in areas 
such as balconies, patios and 


rooftops and containers such as 
plastic-lined wooden boxes, bins 
and even old tyres can be used. 

Whether you have a micro-garden, 
or a macro one, at this time of year 
there are things you need to do to 
keep the garden burgeoning. 

Woodcote Green Nurseries, in 
Wallington, has reported record 
sales, as people try and make up for 
the wash out of last year. 

Phil Barnden, general manager at 
the centre gave us some top tips. 

He says: “It is time to be dead 
heading plants, and to add Tomite 
to your tomatoes. 

“As many people go on holiday, if 
you cannot get neighbours to water 
your plants, group them together 


and use strip irrigation and a timer. 

“With house plants, you can move 
them into the shade on the patio as 
they can handle these temperatures. 

“Camellias set their buds around 
this time of year, and if you have 
previously failed in getting them to 
flower, it could be because the roots 
are dry when the buds are being set 
- a particular problem for container 
plants - so ensure potted camellias 
are watered regularly. 

“Courgettes are notoriously 
fast-growers, so pick them daily 
to ensure a harvest of small, 
tender fruit, also cover soft fruit 
with netting before it ripens to 
avoid unwanted birds getting to 
your crop first.”

A new fitness movement 
has taken over- the 
Outdoor Fitness (OF) 
Collective, the brainchild of 
Jonathan Bramley, a busi¬ 
nessman living in East Sheen.

Cross country skiing - “You 
get used to it after a while,” 
says the 38-year-old, known 
as JB, as I wobble through 
Richmond Park on my skis on 
wheels, or roller skis. 

A group of us gather in the 
park on a warm summer’s 
evening near Sheen Gate with 
our roller skis and are taught 
how to glide up a hill like a 
pro. 

Using the long ski poles for 
balance, we look a little like 
unconventional ramblers, 
slipping and sliding through 
the park, much to the won¬ 
derment of passersby, who 
decide we are Richmond 
Park’s latest tourist attrac¬ 
tion. 

Halfway through the ses¬ 
sion we begin to get the hang 
of it. 

“I told you it gets a bit easi¬ 
er,” says JB, who admits he 
has a couple of minor war 
wounds from the previous 
session. 

As we venture up a steeper 


hill and try our luck at zoom¬ 
ing down - the fun bit - we 
are thankful for our helmets. 

As we size up our task, fit¬ 
ness guru JB flies down the 
hill past the Royal Ballet 
School. 

He misses a turn on the 
slope, is propelled through 
the air and dives feet first into 
the bracken, much to the 
amusement of the other 
skiers. 

OK, so it is not the most 
glamorous sport and we may 


not look so professional, but 
after a few minor bumps and 
wobbles we begin to get the 
hang of it. As I hurtle down 
the hill, crouched low with 
my ski poles tucked behind 
me, I feel like a pro competing 
in the Winter Olympics - ex¬ 
cept I am gliding through 
Richmond Park on a warm 
summer’s evening - an aber¬ 
rant, yet welcomed paradox. 

“I think it takes a few ses¬ 
sions to get your confidence,” 
says JB, who attends almost

every fitness session with his 
clients, which is taken by an 
outsourced specialist 
instructor.

An increase in average rents, 
and decrease in average 
income, means tenants in 
Greater London have an 
average of £254 less 
disposable income every 
month than they did during 
May 2012, according to new 
research. 

The HomeLet Rental Index 
shows the average cost of 
renting a home in the Capital 
increased by 3.1 per cent over 
the past year to £1,233 per 
month.

Beau survives 
kidney disease 

Beau is a 10-year-old little German 
Spitz who we have been treating 
for the past six months for kidney 
disease, writes vet Michael Morrice. 

Sadly Beau’s brother Jasper died 
in December last year and Beau 
stopped eating, slept a lot, and 
looked extremely sad. His owner 
was worried and so took him to the 
vets. 

Unfortunately Beau was not only 
grieving but was also diagnosed 
with severe kidney disease and had 
to be taken to the Royal Veterinary 
College Hospital for Animals for 
specialist intensive treatment. 

Kidney disease can be very seri¬ 
ous and, despite excellent treat¬ 
ment in hospital Beau was only 
given three weeks to live. This was 
on January 16, 2013. 

However, Beau has surprised 
everyone. Not only is he still alive 
six months later but he is still 
well. I first met Beau and his 
owner in January when he had 
been discharged from the hospital. 

I too was worried that he would 
not do well as his kidney disease 
was very advanced but he contin¬ 
ues to prove everyone wrong. Beau 
is a very courageous dog and his 
mum has shown remarkable dedi¬ 
cation in helping him in his fight. 
She joined a support group for pets 
with kidney disease and has 
nursed Beau unfailingly. 

Beau’s owner said: “When I see 
new members joining the kidney 
group panicking, our experience 
now can also help others in the 
same situation. 

“With this combination of medi¬ 
cine, dedication and support from 
others with similar experiences 
hopefully we can continue to help 
Beau go on for a lot 
longer yet!” 




Tips for keeping your pets cool 


MICHAEL MORRICE, practice partner 
at Frean & Smyth Veterinary 
Surgeons, offers advice on taking 
care of your pets during hot weather 


You may have noticed that it is hot. 
Now, if you feel hot, add a fur coat 
and that’s how your pet feels. Heat 
is not just a problem for people, is 
also a big problem for animals. 
Heat can kill! 

Keeping your pet cool is very im¬ 
portant at the moment. Common 
sense will dictate how to look after 
pets in this weather, however, here 
are some tips: 

■ Make sure your pet always has 
lots of water available. If you’re 
taking your dog for a walk, take 
some water and a bowl with you. At 
home, use a bowl that cannot be 
knocked over when you are away 
and why not add some ice cubes to 
the water to keep it cool? 

■ Never let your dog exercise in hot 
weather. Walk your dog early in the 
morning or later in the evening 
when it is cooler. 

■ When at home, if your pet is feel¬ 


ing hot they should always be able 
to move into a cooler environment. 
If you have air conditioning, fantas¬ 
tic. If not, bathroom tiles will feel 
cool for pets. If you have to leave 
your animals outside, please pro¬ 
vide a cool and shady area where 
they can escape from the sun and 
heat. 

■ If you want to take you pets with 
you in a car, make sure the car is 
cool when they get it. Please never 
leave them alone in the car. A car 
will act a little bit like a glass house. 
Even if it is not overly hot outside, 
inside the car the temperature can 
get sweltering! 

■ Cats and dogs get sunburnt. They 
can also develop skin cancer sec¬ 
ondarily to sun exposure. On sunny 
days, a pet friendly sunscreen is ad¬ 
vised on all areas of skin, especially 
those areas that are white (have no 
pigment). 



■ Make sure you groom both cats 
and dogs regularly. It’s a good idea 
to give some breeds with a long coat 
a haircut at the start of the sum¬ 
mer. I personally think most cats 
and dogs look great with a very 
short hair cut! 

■ Young and old cats and dogs, just 
like people, are most susceptible to 
heat. Please be particularly careful 
if you have a puppy or kitten or if 
one of your pets is an oldie! 


If you cat or dog gets too hot they 
can get heat stroke. 

Signs of this include include open 
mouth breathing (for cats), exces¬ 
sive panting (for dogs), lethargy, a 
red tongue and gums, vomiting, 
and diarrhea. They can even stum¬ 
ble and fall or when gravely ill can 
go into a coma. 

If you are worried about your pet 
in this heat please give your vet a 
call.
